WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—A 10- 
year program, calling for expendi- 
ture of 45 million dollars to meet 
postwar airport needs of St. Louis 
was outlined today by Milton M. 
Kinsey, Director of Public Utilities 
and chairman of the St. Louis Mu- 


nicipal Airport Commission. 

The plan contemplates two new 
major airports and two auxiliary 
fields in addition to expansion and 
improvement of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field as a major port. 

Kinsey said plans for the two 
major airports provided for run- 
ways with a maximum length of 
10,000 feet. By way of comparison, 
it is interesting to note that the 
longest Lambert-St. Louis Field 
runway was 4700 feet until plans 
were approved last December for 
its extension to 6300 feet, making 
it the longest runway in the Middle 
West. Washington National Air- 
port here has 6850-foot runways 
Maximum runway length at La 
Guardia Field, New York, is 6000 
feet, and plans for Idlewild Airport 
there call for 10,500 feet. 

Even the auxiliary airports would 
have 5000-foot runways. 

Would Acquire Major. Site Soon. 

Kinsey, pointing out that this- 
was a 10-year program, neverthe- 
less emphasized that Lambert-St. 
Louis Field improvements should 
be carried out as quickly as possi- 
ble and that a site for a second 
major airport should be selected 
and acquired immediately. 

By acquiring at least one major 
airport site “right away” and per- 
fecting plans for the entire pro- 
gram, Kinsey said that “necessary 
flexibility will be assured” so 
that “needed expansion can be an- 
ticipated or closely followed as our 
postwar needs develop.” 

Asked about restrictions placed 
on use of St. Louis County prop- 
erty by the County Planning Com- 
mission, Kinsey said: “I feel con- 
fident that the St. Louis County 
Planning Commission will co-oper- 
ate by making any reasonable re- 
vision of its zoning plan to carry 
out this important community proj- 
ect. It means quite as much to St. 
Louis County as it does to St. 
Louis.” 

Confers With Congressman. 

Kinsey, who as Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities is charged with prepa- 
ration of plans for location, design 
and development of all St. Louis 
airports, discussed his plan after 
he and Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
met with Congressman Alfred L. 
Bullwinkle and inspected Washing- 
ton National Airport, completed 
two years ago as a model of air- 
port engineering.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Defi- 
nite assurance was given by Solid 
Fuels Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes, at a conference with St. 
Louis officials today, that he will 
ease priorities diverting coal to 
other areas as soon as possible 
so that St. Louis can be assured 
an adequate supply of fuel for the 
winter season. 

The Administrator pledged that 
as soon as the shipments of vitally- 
needed coal to the Great Lakes 
region is completed, he will act to 
remove existing directives diverting 
the coal from Missouri and to re- 
turn the flow of the fuel to its 
natural channels. |

DEFENSE RENEWS 
ATTACK ON CAKES 
CASE FINGERPRINT 


Asks Whether Irregulari- 
ties Would Be Shown 
After ‘Lifting’ It From 
Screen. 


NO GROOVES FOUND 


Lawyer Implies Sunburn 
Might Have ‘Singed’ 
Hair on Arms of de 
Marigny.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 29 
(AP).—Chief Defense Attorney 
Godfrey S. Higgs launched today 
a new attack on the fingerprint 
evidence against Alfred de Ma- 
rigny, questioning whether the im- 
pression on the exhibit could have 
been lifted from a bed screen in 
the room where Sir Harry Oakes 
was murdered, 


Resuming his cross-examination 
of Capt. James O. Barker, Miami 
detective, 
whether grooves or irregularities 
would be shown when a finger- 
print is lifted onto adhesive rubber 
or Scotch tape for photographing 
and identification. 

Barker, who swore that he found 
the impression of de Marigny, 
Oakes’ accused son-in-law, on the 
sereen, replied that the investigator 
could show surface marks as well 
as the fingerprints if he wished 
to do so. 

Jury Foreman Makes Test. 

At Higgs’ request, Jury Foreman 

James Sands touched the screen 
and barker quickly lifted his 
fingerprint onto Scotch tape. A 
groove which formed part of the 
screen's decoration plainly was 
Shown, Barker said it was easy to 
ick up irregularities. 
“But none of these irregularities 
show on the exhibit except «the 
print itself,” Higgs pointed out. 
“Why is that?” 

“It was lifted from a part of 
the surface .where no _ irregulari- 
ties would show,” Barker replied. 

“Where did your print come 
from?” And Higgs hit again at 
Barker's inability to place the 
spot from which he had raised 
the print in evidence. 

“From the top portion of that 
panel,” and Barker pointed to 
the screen. “From my memory, 


panel.” 

The courtroom atmosphere was 
charged as Higgs returned again 
to the fingerprint which he 
failed to have thrown from the 
evidence on the ground that it 
was lifted; and hence not valid. 

Both prosecution and defense 
have centered their attention on 
the fingerprint, obviously the 
most important part of the 
Crown's evidence. 

Suggests Sunburn “Singed” Arma. 

Higgs, resuming his cross-ex- 
amination of Barker when court 
opened this morning, had at- 
tempted to suggest by implication 
that singed and curled hairs re- 
ported found on de Marigny after 
the slaying may have been caused 
by sunburn. 

De Marigny, on trial in the Ba- 
hamas Supreme Court for the 
murder of his father-in-law, rolled 
up a sleeve and rubbed the hairs 
on his arm as Higgs suddenly 
took a new tack in his cross-ex- 
amination of Barker. 

Barker told of making a _ micro- 
scopic examination of thé lanky 
defendant’s arms, hands, face and 
head some 12 hours after Oakes’ 
burned and beaten body was found 
last July 8 in a bedroom of his 
seaside villa, Westbourne. 

Barker previously had expressed 
the opinion that the attacker, who 
tried to start a fire in Oakes’ bed- 
room in an -apparent attempt to 
make the death. seem accidental, 
probably would have suffered 
burns. Higgs brought out today 
that many burned hairs were 
found on de Marigny’s face and 
head, as well as on his hands and 
arms, then unexpectedly asked: 

“Could sunburn cause this bril- 
liance of the hairs?”

Russians Cut Railroad

LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP). — A 
mighty Russian tank force smash- 
ing at Krivoi Rog from the north 
waged its second day of battle to- 
day with last-ditch German armor 
in a fierce struggle for possession 
of the strategic rail and iron cen- 
ter in the Dnieper River bend. 

The battle is “still in full prog- 
ress,” said the German high com- 
mand, which asserted the Nazis 
had destroyed 115 Russian tanks. 


South of the Dnieper loop, Red 
Army troops were driving through 
the Nogaisk steppes of the south- 
ern Ukraine less than 60 miles 
from Perekop, last door of escape 
open to the Germans in the Cri- 
mea, after capturing the important 
highway junction of Nizhne-Sara- 
gozhy. Soviet forces, advancing at 
a rate of from 12 to 18 miles a 
day, would reach the city at the 
top of Perekop Isthmus within a

WHEELER SAYS PEACE PLAN 
IN SENATE WOULD AID REDS 


Asserts Russia Would Interpret Connally 
Resolution as Backing Its Demands 
for More Territory. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
Sharply critical of moves to com- 
mit this country now on postwar 
policies, Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, told the Senate today 
adoption of the Connally peace reso- 
lution would be interpreted by Rus- 
sia as backing its “demands for a 
large slice of Poland, the Bosporus, 
the Balkans and the Baltic states.” 

Wheeler took the floor in the 
fifth day of debate after Senator 
George (Dem.), Georgia, had told 
a reporter he believed half of the 
effectiveness of the Connally pro- 
posal had been destroyed by hag- 
gling over words and phrases in 
seemingly “interminable” discus- 
sion carried on largely by those 
who want to specify postwar com- 
mitments. 

Quoting a portion of the resolu- 
tion which would pledge the United 
States to join with other nations 
in international authority with 
power to prevent aggression, 
Wheeler said this commitment 


would “increase the likelihood of 
confusion and national embarrass- 
ment from all sides at the war's 
end.” 

“Are we now prepared to guar- 
antee a peace which gives to 
Russia a far Jarger share of Po- 
land than even Hitler had de- 
manded for Germany?” Wheeler 
asked. 

“This resolution could and will 
be interpreted by some to mean 
just that.” 

He said Marshal Stalin and 
Prime Minister Churchill had 
made no postwar policy promises, 
and the United States hence 
should not determine its course 
finally at this time, 

“T am not criticising Mr. Stalin,” 
Wheeler said. “He is doing what 
he believes is best for Russia. Nor 
am I criticising Mr. Churchill. He 
is doing what he believes is best 
for England.

United States spokesmen repeat- 
ed to a press conference today 
most of Hull’s radio address of 
Sept. 11 and said with marked 
emphasis “it can still be said this 
goes,” as the tri-partite conference 
entered its tenth day. 

In that speech Hull praised the 
Soviet Union’s fight and said “it 
is our desire and our settled policy 
that collaboration and co-operation 
between our two countries shall 
steadily increase during and fol- 
lowing the war.” 

Hull also called for joint action 
to enforce peace in a co-operative 
world association of independent 
nations. 

In one quarter, it was suggested 
that sections of the speech dealing 
with China should also be careful- 
ly studied. 

Hull praised Chinese persever- 
ence and spoke of American “ef- 
forts to achieve a fair and peace- 
ful settlement in the Far East.” 

The general theme of cordiality 
and co-operation among the Soviet 
Union, Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States in war as well as peace 
seemed to be the message the 
spokesmen were trying to empha- 
size.

President Roosevelt told re- 
porters today that the net re- 
sult of the Moscow conference 
of foreign secretaries was & 
tremendous success. 

Essentially all that remains 
to be done, he said, was the 
signing of the documents 
which are now being drafted. 


Back at his desk for his first 
press conference since a slight at- 
tack of the grip, the President 
said the sessions at Moscow were 
nearing a close. He declined te 
discuss the nature of the agree 
ments to be signed by the United 
States, Great Britain and Russia, 
saying announcements would have 
to come “from that end,” meaning 
Moscow. He exzleined that he did 


not want to cross wires by dis- 
cussing generalities. 

He said he did not know when 
he and Prime Minister Churchil] 
would meet with Marshal Stalin. 


Linked to Senate Resolution. - 


The President coupled the Mom 
cow conference of Secretary of 
State Hull, Foreign Secretary Edén 
and Forei Commissar Molotév 
with the Connally postwar policy 
resolution now being debated in 
the Senate. Without committing 
himself to the language of the 
Connally resolution, he asserted 
that he was very much in favor 
of a statement by the Cortgress 
that after the war we would cé 
operate with other nations for the 
peace of the world and the end of 
aggression. ⸗ 

In describing the Moscow con- 
ference as a tremendoug success, 
the President said he was not 
thinking so much about definite 
items as ahout the spirit of the 
meetings, in which the personal 
relations of the conferees were 
about 100 per cent. 

Many people, he continued, had 
been suspicious about the confer- 
ence, but the spirit had been amaz 
ingly good. For this, he said, Sec- 
retary Hull and the British and 
the Russians deserved a lot of 
credit; the conference, to use @ 
naval term, had bein a “happy 
ship.” . 

Confidence in Russian Aims. 

A reporter asked whether the 
conference had given him confi- 
dence that the Russians wanted to 
co-operate with the United States 
and Britain. The President im- 
mediately corrected the reporter. 
He said he had always had con- 
fidence that the Russians wanted 
to co-operate with us and that the 
conference had strengthened that 
confidence. 

The conferees, he said, had ap- 
proached their objective—unanim- 
ity—not only as to the war but for 
the postwar transition period for 
which many practical things would 
have to be decided. 

It was impossible, he said, to be 
specific, such as what would hap- 
pen to five square kilometers in 
some part of the world, but there 
could be general agreements. 

A reporter asked the President 
whether, in view of the Moscow 
conference and the debate on the 
Connally resolution, a redefinition 
of American foreign policy was in 
order. 

The President seemed to welcome 
the question, but he announced no 
new policy or redefinition, saying 
that when the three conferees met 
in Moscow each had his agenda on 
major matters of general policy. If 
the Americans, the British and 
Russians had been bound to their 
particular ideas, there would have 
been no use in holding a meeting, 
Both sides learn a lot at a con 
ference, he said, and sometimes 
find that the other fellow’s point of 
view has merit. They find that 
they can agree on some things just 
by swapping ideas. 

Objectives of All. 

The objectives of all were the 
peace of the world and the end of 
aggression, he continued. The mere 
drawing up of documents helps, 
because after the experts of a sin- 
gle country agree on the language

Tito) Broz have struck one of their 
most effective blows against Ger- 
many's campaign in Yugoslavia by 
cutting the important Zagreb-Bel- 
grade railway in 130 places along 
a 40-mile stretch just east of Za- 
greb, a Yugoslav Liberation Army 
communique reported today. 

The communique, broadcast by 
the Free Yugoslav radio, said two 
large and several smal) bridges 
were blown up, four trains de- 
stroyed, and more than 1000 tele- 
graph poles felled. More than 270 
German troops were reported 
killed, 

This and other new successes 
were announced while Yugoslavia’s 
bitter inner strife was flaming 
anew with Broz and the opposing 
faction, led by Gen. Draja Mihailo- 
vic, denouncing each other in a 
dispute that independent Balkan 
advices indicate may have been 
German-inspired., 

Adding fuel to this fire, Broz’s 
communique today asserted that 
his followers had clashed in a 
sharp action near Bistrica with 
units of Mihailovic’s army which, 
the communique said, were aided 
by Italian “Blackshirts” and “Quis- 
lings” led by pro-Nazi Milan Nedic. 
Nazi uniforms also were reported 
in this engagement. 

Nazi Stronghold Stormed. 

The communique said units of 
the Twenty-seventh Division 
stormed the enemy-held mountain 
stronghold of Rogatica, 30 miles 
east of Sarajevo, and captured 
stores of needed war material, kill- 
ing 100 Germans and wounding 20.

Warships and Planes Support Troops Invad- 
ing Treasury Group—Japs Reported 
in Retreat. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
29 (AP).—Supported by warships 
and planes, troops under command 
of Adm. Wi'liam F. Halsey have 
stormed ashore on the Treasury 
Islands, 30 miles south of Bougain- 
ville, as the entering wedge to pry 
the Japanese loose from their last 
Solomons bases and open the door 
to Rabaul, 

The operation, disclosed today in 
war reports partially confirming 
yesterday's Japanese radio ac- 
counts, was executed brilliantly 
and Japanese forces were reported 
being driven into the hills. 

Beginning last Friday, American 
bombers completely knocked out 
nearby enemy airfields with 500 
tons of explosives. 

In the darkness before dawn 
Wednesday, naval guns of a task 
force commanded by R. Adm. 
Theodore §. Wilkinson poured 
shells on Mono and &tirling, tiny. 
coral reefs comprising the Treas- 
ury group. 

As daylight appeared, American 
and New Zealand troops moved off 
big ships on to landing barges and 
headed for the beaches. Overhead, 
swarms of planes flew wunchal- 
lenged. Warships laid down a 
smoke screen. Rain squalls added 
a natural curtain, 

Enemy mortar fire was silenced 
quickly and the Japanese broke 
and fled. 

“It was a splendid Navy Day 
show,” Adm. Wilkinson told all 
hands. 

Mono, larger of the two Treas- 
ury islands, is five by seven miles. 
It is heavily wooded and the land 
rises to 1154 feet. Stirling Island 
is four miles long and less than 
a mile wide and has a plantation. 
The islands are separated by 
Blanche Harbor, a fair one for 
small craft.

Gen. Mihailovic Defended. 

King Peter’s Yugoslav Govern- 
ment-in-exile released two tele- 
grams at Cairo yesterday present- 
ing Gen. Mihailovic’s side in the 
long-standing quarrel with Parti- 
ean leaders headed by Gen. Broz. 

Expressing regret at being 
forced into the position of exposing 
the depth of the schism inside the 
homeland, the information office 
made public a telegram from 
Mihailovic charging that “in Monte- 
negro the Partisans continue their 
work as traitors.”

“against all democrats and An- 
giophiles.” 

The information office communi- 
que also quoted Mihailovic’s tele- 
grams as charging that Partisan 
forces at Split had burned homes 
and sacked merchandise, and exe- 
cuted Nationalists after “a so 
called trial is carried out.”

British Apparently Neutral. 

The statement said Mihailovic’s 
forces had suffered “inevitable sac- 
rifices fighting the communal 
battle of the United Nations” and 
that the Partisans too “have been 
fighting bravely against the op- 
pressor,” but it charged the Parti- 
sans with engaging in a systematic 
campaign of vilification of Mihai- 
lovic in their accusations of trea- 
son and collaboration with the 
Germans. 

Significantly, both this state- 
ment and Partisan charges were 
publicized by the British in Cairo, ; 
who said they had convincing re- 
ports that there were no grounds 
for the Partisan accusations and 
lacked confirmation of the charges 
of Partisan treachery. 

The Free Yugoslav radio has 
charged that Mihailovic’s forces

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CABINET CRISIS,

Ministers Expected to Re- 
sign Unless He Heeds 
Plea ‘for Plebiscite on 
Continuing Monarchy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
A fundamental shakeup in the 
Greek Government-in-Exile when 
King George II returns to Cairo 
was predicted here today in dip- 
lomatic quarters. 

Now in Syria, King George re- 


cently left his Government seat in 
Cairo for his health, he said. This 
was shortly after five Greek guer- 
rilla leaders and two statesmen 
presented a petition demanding he 
await a national plebiscite on con- 
tinuance of the monarchy before 
going back to Athens when it is 
liberated, 

The petition was signed by lead- 
ers of the Greek underground who 
escaped to Cairo for the purpose 
of confronting the King, the for- 
mer Vice-Premier of the Govern- 
ment-in-Exile, Panayiotis Kanel- 
lopoulos, and George Exindaris, 
political leader, 

Sources here who are in touch 
with the situation said it was ap- 
proved by the Cabinet in Cairo and 


‘passed on to King George. 


They also revealed that mes- 
Sages exchanged by the King and 
President Roosevelt yesterday on 
the third anniversary of Italy’s in- 
vasion of Greecé were handled by 
the Greek Government in Cairo, 
although the King maintains con- 
tact with his ministers. 

It is believed here that if the 
Greek monarch should refuse to 
heed the petition, the Cabinet will 
resign. Formation of a new one 
would be extremely difficult. 
Some hope was expressed that 
Lincoln MacVeagh, newly nomi- 
nated United States Ambassador 
to Greece and Yugoslavia, may be 
able to help smooth out the situa- 
tion when he reaches his post, 
MacVeagh formerly was Minister 
to Greece and is widely popular 
there. 

In his message to George ITI yes- 
terday, President Roosevelt said 
“the hardest tasks still lie ahead”

Nakano, characterized as per- 
haps the most ardent advocate of 
aggression against the United 
States and Great Britain, was be- 
lieved here to have taken his life 
after something he heard during 
Wednesday's session of the Diet 
convinced him Japan was doomed. 

On returning home early Thurs- 
day morning, the Domei dispatch 
said, Nakano was alleged to have 
written a three-page letter con- 
taining the phrase: “I gaze at 
Japan and die, but I have no re- 
grets.” 

Nakano was reported to have 
taken his life by severing his jugu- 
lar vein, and not by the traditional 
Japanese method of hara-kari (dis- 
embowelment).

$1,250,000,000 from the country’s to- 
tal food bill this year, the Amer- 
ican Institute of Food Distribution 
estimated today. 

The non-profit research agency 
said the saving represented an 
average of about $30 for every fam- 
ily in America—city dwellers and 
suburbanites alike—and called the 
estimate “conservative,” adding 
that actually the amount might be 
considerably higher. 

City inhabitants—with fewer gar- 
dens—benefited because those in 
outlying districts, if they had not 
turned to the hoe, would have 
created ‘additional demand for 
vegetables and fruit, thus bidding 
up prices generally. 

The institute based its estimate 
on the fact that there were about 
20 million victory gardens this 


year, compared with an awerage of 


eight million home gardens in 
peacetime. 

Gardens this year produced 
about eight million tons of vege- 
tables and fruit. On a direct ratio 
this would break down into 3,500,- 
000 tons from the usual gardens 
and 4,500,000 from the increased 
12,000,000 victory gardens. 

The institute calculated, however, 
that some of the victory gardeners 
were amateurs and could not ex- 
pect to get as good a yield as the 
old hands. Consequently the total 
was scaled down to four million 
tons for the wartime growers. 

On this basis the four million 
tons, at an average estimated retail 
value of 12 cents a pound ($240 a 
ton), would total $960,000,000, The 
institute figured that about $340,- 
000,000 more was saved consumers 
because prices were not bid up, 
making a grand total of $1,250,000,- 
000,

they want, then principals go over 
the final documents word by word. 
The same thing, he said, was 


happening in the Senate; a post- 
war resolution had to be fairly 
general because, if too specific, it 
might have to be changed, 

“Does the Connally resolution 
meet your requirements?” he was 
asked. 

The President replied that this 
question put the finger on the very 
thing he was discussing. He 
couldn’t, and the reporter couldn’t, 
say whether the Senate resolution 
was just the thing needed because 
another reporter—calling him by 
name—would take an opposite 
view. The second reporter imme- 
diately interjected that he ap- 
proved the Connally resolution. 

Roosevelt said‘ He thought it 
would be a very fine thing for the 
Senate to say that this country 
would co-operate with others to 
avoid future wars. 

The Senate, he added, has every 
right to talk about the issue as 
long as it wants to. 

‘Would You Feel Bound?’ 

Another reporter asked: “If you 
went abroad to an international 
conference, would you feel bound 
by the Connally resolution?” 

Roosevelt replied that the ques- 
tion was difficult to answer — he 
might not like it, although the 
general sentiment was all right. 

Asked if he considered the reso- 
lution “too general,” he replied 
that he would want to see the 
final language before answering. 
“There is some feeling in the 
Senate,” a woman reporter ob- 
served, “that if the Connally reso- 
lution is passed, you would not 
come back to ask for the ratifica- 
tion of treaties.” The President 


laughed, This was the first time 


he had heard of such a thing, he 
said, 


Question on Italy. 


Replying to a question whether 
the three-power acceptance of 
Italy’s cobelligerency meant that 
this country, Britain and Russia 
would continue to make “spot de- 
cisions” without reference to small 
nations, the President said that 
some military decisions had to be 
made quickly, but that whenever 
time allowed, the smaller nations 
would be consulted. 


The question of American-Greek 
relations came up when a reporter 
asked whether the President had 
lately sent a personal message to 
the King of Greece. He replied 
that he had, that it was a per- 
fectly polite communication, and 
had had no postwar significance. 

He said no decision had been 
made as to whether President-in- 
éxile Quezon of the Philippines 
could continue in office longer 
than the constitutional limit of 
two terms which becomes effective 
Nov. 15. Roosevelt said something 
probably would turn up before 
that date. 


No Comment on Mine Case. 

The President asked to be ex- 
cused from discussing the coal sit- 
uation. He pointed out that he 
had received only last night the 
War Labor Board recommendation 
that the mines be taken over by 
the Government. The WLB re- 
port, he said, was on top of his 
basket of unfinished work. 

He opened the conference by 
reading an announcement of a 
rearrangement of the Combined 
Food Board, whereby Secretary of 
Agriculture Claude R. Wickard 
will become neutral chairman of 
the board and Canada will become 
a full member.

9010 ENEMY ALIENS: 
TAKEN FROM AREA 
NEAR CANAL ZONE 


Out of Total of 2349 From 
Latin . American Coun- 
tries in U. S, Camps, 
1450 Are Japanese. _

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The re- 
cent report of Commissioner Earl 
G. Harrison of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service of the 
Department of Justice, disclosing - 
for the first time that 2349 enemy 
aliens had been rounded up in 
Latin America and interned in this 
country up to June 30 for safe 
keeping, permits the further dis- 
closure that almost 900 of the Gere 
man and Italian internees are 
principally from countries near 
the Panama Canal. 

Approximately 1450 Japanese are 
also being held here for Latin 
American countries, but a Justice 
Department official said that the 
names of countries from which 
these enemy aliens had been sent 
were not available for publication, 

The exact camps in which all 
these aliens are held is a military 
secret beyond the fact that they 
are in Texas, Montana, New Mexe- 
ico and Colorado, 

More internees are coming into 
this country, but the departmental 
spokesmen said these figures had 
not been tabulated. 

The main reasons for sending 
these enemy aliens to this country, 
he said, were “hemispheric secur- 
ity” and lack of adequate facilities 
in some Latin American countries 
for handling such persons. In 
some instances, the enemy aliens 
were seized on the basis of re 
ports by American Army and Navy 
officials and the Federal Bureag 
of Investigation. 

Following are the countries 
which are known to have sent non- 
Japanese aliens to this country: 
Panama, 115; Costa Rica, 256; Pe 
ru, 172; Colombia, 101; Nicaragua, 
93; Ecuador, 24; Bolivia, 14; Hon- 
duras, 38; Dominican Republic, 
24; El Salvador, 27; Haiti, 19; and 
Puerto Rico, 5. 

The fact that no internees were 
listed from Brazil, Paraguay and 
Uruguay was interpreted by the 
official as indicating that these 
countries had their own facilities 
for handling internees,

OPA Announces Changed 
Listing for Veal, Lamb, 
Mutton and Pork, Ef- 
fective Monday. 


JAMS AND JELLY 
ON RATION BASIS 


Values Are Set at 4 and 6; 
Dried and Dehydrated

Chart. 


Reductions of one and two points 
in the ration value of 42 cuts of 
veal, lamb, mutton and pork, will 
be effective Monday, it was an- 
nounced today by the Office of 
Price Administration. 


The ration point values for jams, 
jellies and fruit spreads, sale of 
which has been frozen since last 
Saturday, were also announced. 
Jams, preserves and non-citrus 
marmalades were assigned values 
of six points per pound and jellies 
and fruit butters were given a ra- 
tion value of four points. Resump- 
tion of the sale of these items will 
be permitted Sunday. 

The only meat point increase is 
for ready-to-eat ham slices, which 
were changed in value from 11 to 
12 points per pound. New items 
added are chili con carne without 
beans, six points, and sliced corned 
beef brisket, 12 points. Beef cuts 
are unchanged in value. 

Outlook “Fairly Satisfactory.” 

The civilian meat outlook for 
November was described as “fair- 
ly satisfactory,” and the point 
value reductions for lamb, pork 
and veal items were prompted, the 
OPA said, by more favorable pros- 
pects for the amount of meat avail- 
able. 

Creamery butter was left un- 
changed at 16 points per pound as 
the OPA announced ration value 
increases on farm butter from 10 
points to 12 and on processed but- 
ter and margarine from 4 points 
to 5. Shortening and salad and 
cooking oils were increased from 4 
points to 5. Cream cheese, creamed 
cottage cheese, neufchatel and 
creamed spreads were increased 
from 3 points per pound to 65. 

While the 16-point value for 
creamery butter had reduced con- 
sumption near producing areas as 
intended, the OPA said there is 
small possibility of civilian butter 
supplies increasing in the near 
future. 

Production at Low Level. 

“Even though the Government 
has discontinued its purchases for 
the time being,” OPA said, “butter 
production is at an abnormally low 
level and the amount available for 
civilians will be slightly less in 
November than in October.” 

The total November supply is 
estimated by the War Food Ad- 
ministration at 125 million pounds, 
all of it available to civilians. 

Explaining the boost on mar- 
garine, OPA said demand recently 
has reached a level equivalent to 
the total amount of vegetable oils 
available for the manufacture of 
margarine. 

The demand for shortening and 
cooking and salad oils at old point 
values also is now equal to the 
amount available, it said. 

OPA said consumption of the 
boosted-in-value cheeses has been 
running above the level set by the 
Food Distribution Administration, 
sending a disproportionately large 
amount of milk and cream into 
these products rather than into 
butter. 

Increase in Some Juices. 

Accompanying this announce- 
ment in the OPA’s November list- 
ing of point values for processed 
foods were increases of from 2 to 
5 points in the ration cost of 
berries, apples, fruit cocktail, pears 
and pineapple in cans or bottles. 
Increases also were ordered for 
pineapple juice and three tomato 
products, but the ration cost of 
beets, pumpkin or squash and 
grapefruit juice was reduced. 

In other processed food changes, 
all effective Sunday, pickled, 
spiced and brandied fruits were 
eliminated from rationing, and the 
frozen foods category was revised. 

Pickled, spiced and _ brandied 
fruits, more perishable than ordin- 
ary canned foods, were removed 
from rationing to clean out old 
stocks in wholesalers’ and retail- 
ers’ hands, the OPA explained. 

Dried and dehydrated soups and 
peas and lentils, listed at zero 
value for several months, have 
been dropped from the ration 
chart. 

Citrus Marmalade Zero. 

A zero value still was assigned 
to citrus marmalades in connec- 
tion with rationing of fruit spreads. 
Supplies are plentiful, but were 
brought under ration control be- 
cause of their importance in the 
over-a!l picture, the OPA said. 

Beginning Monday, green stamps 
A, B and C from the new War 
Ration Book No. 4 may be used 
to buy processed foods. They will 
be valid through Dec. 20. The last 
blue stamps in Book No. 2—stamps 
xX, Y and Z—are valid through 
Nov. 20. 

Details of changes in point costs 
of processed foods and meats are 
listed in accompanying charts.

PIGEON HUNTER FOUND 
GUILTY IN MAN'S DEATH 


Given Six Months and Fined 
$300—Bullet Went Wild, 
Hitting Neighbor. 


Lyston L. Rentfro, a defense 
worker, who told police he was 
shooting at pigeons near his home, 
4392 Olive street, when one of his 
bullets fatally wounded a neigh- 
bor, was found guilty of man-

Stoppage Spreading, 
Near-Paralysis in Coal

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
A new coal crisis, the fourth in 
six months, faced President Roose- 
velt today as spreading strikes in- 
dicated probable nearparalysis of 
the industry by Monday. | 

The critical labor situation was 
highlighted by these developments: 

1. The number of idle mine 
workers was 79,800 in 11 states 
today and the figure was expect- 
ed to grow hourly. 

2. The War Labor Board re- 
ferred the strikes to the Presi- 
dent last night, makipg Govern- 
ment seizure of the idle mines 
virtually imperative .under the 
War Labor Disputes Act. Such 
seizure would immediately make 


any person who encouraged in- 
terruption of production subject 
to criminal prosecution. If the 
President orders the seizure be- 
fore Monday, it will give tre- 
mendous import to the meeting 
of the United Mine Workers’ 
policy committee on that day. 

3. The WLB announced its de- 
cision in the Pennsylvania an- 
thracite miners’ wage dispute, 
awarding an increase of 32.2 
cents a day under the Little 
Steel formula, free tools and 
equipment estimated to be worth 
-20 to 25 cents a day, and an 
increase in the annual vacation 
payment from $20 to $50. The 
anthracite miners had asked for 
an increase of $2 a day and 
portal-to-portal pay, and an un- 
favorable reaction to the de- 
cision was seen immediately. 

Big Steel Plant May Close. 

The most serious impact of the 
strike was reported from Alabama 
where the Tennessee Coal, Iron & 
Railroad Co. said a shutdown of 
its vast Ensley steel works was 
imminent because of a fuel short- 


age. 
8| The anthracite industry was 


feeling the effects of the miners’ 
dissatisfaction even before the 
WLB decision was announced, 
Many local unions voted not to 
work today, regarding Oct. 29 as a 
traditional holiday in honor of 
John Mitchell, a predecessor of 
John L. Lewis and the leader .of 
historic strikes in the hard coal 
region in 1900 and 1902. 

The lure of time and a half on 
Saturday may keep some mines 
going this week, but Sunday night 
is the terminal period set in the 
working instructions issued by the 
UMW leadership last June. 

A telegram from Lewis to UMW 
district presidents gave the cue to 
the union’s official interpretation 
of the WLB’s proposal for settling 
the underground travel pay issue. 
Lewis said the proposal, issued 
Tuesday in the IHinois case, 
amounted to a reduction in the 
miners’ basic hourly rate. The 
WLB_ replied by challenging 
Lewis’ arithmetic. Another devel- 
opment was a dissenting opinion 
by AFL members of the board, 
sharply criticising Me majority. 


Army Control Possible, 

Presidential action in the crisis 
was loaded with possibilities. 
Roosevelt might give the coal pro- 
duction job to the Army instead 
of to Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, who is reported unwilling 
to tackle the job again without 
more authority than he was al- 
lowed as custodian last spring. 

Whoever becomes custodian is 
required under the compliance 
program to ask the WLB to de- 
termine the sanctions to be ap- 
plied against the union, perhaps 
the withholding of checked-off 
dues. The complianee rules pro- 
vide that where the employes are 
the offenders, Government opera- 
tion “will be conducted with the 
least possible interference with 
existing management.” 


The criminal provisions of the 
War Labor Disputes Act contain 
the most portentous possibilities. 
An individual may remain away 
from work without violating the 
law, but it is unlawful, after seiz- 
ure of a plant by the Government, 
“to coerce, instigate, induce, con- 
spire with or encourage any per- 
son to interfere by lockout, strike, 
slowdown or other interruption, 
with the operation of such plant, 
mine or facility . . .” Penalties 
range up to a year in prison and 
$5000 fine. 

Rail Wage Hearings. 

Elsewhere on the labor front, a 
Special presidential board began 
consideration of the wage contro- 
versy involving more than a mil- 
lion non-operating rallroad em- 
ployes after a one-day hearing. 
Joseph B, Eastman, director of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, praised the employes’ pa- 
triotism at the hearing and said 
that, although a strike vote was

BOTT S DEMAND 
GAVE HIM SHOCK, 
SCHENCK ASSERTS 


President of Loew’s Testi- 
fies He Couldn’t Speak 
When Racketeer Want- 
ed Two Million. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP). — 
Nicholas Schenck, president of 
Loew’s, Inc., told a United States 
court jury today he was shocked 
so deeply “I couldn’t talk” when 
William (Willie) Bioff, convicted 
labor racketeer, demanded two 
million. dollars from the motion 
picture industry in 1936 under 
threat of calling a nation-wide 
strike of theater employes. 


Schenck, a Government witness 
at the trial of eight men charged 
with conspiring to extort more 
than a million dollars from the 
industry, said that he met Bioff 
at the 1936 basic agreement meet- 
ing of producers and representa- 
tives of the AFL International 
Alliance of ‘Theatrical Employes 
in New York, and that Bioff told 
him: 

“ "You have a prosperous busi- 
ness here. I elected Browne 
(George E. Browne, former pres- 
ident of the IATSE) because he 
will do as I say. I want you to 
know that I am the boss and I 
want two million dollars out of 
the motion picture industry.’ 

‘I Was Shocked,’ 

“T was so shocked,” Schenck 
continued, “At first I couldn't 
talk. Then I told him I could not 
do it, would never do it. I told 
him I saw no reason in the world 
for it. He said, ‘You don’t know 
what is going to happen. We gave 
you a taste of it in Chicago and 
we will close all theaters in the 
country.’ 

“He said, ‘You couldn’t take it. 
It would cost you many millions 
of dollars over and over again. 
We'll close every theater in the 
country which has producers in 
Hollywood.’ He kept arguing and 
I kept fighting back and he said, 
‘You think it over, I'll see you 
later’.”

sion Society Promoter. 


Floyd P. Lee of St. Joseph, Mo., 
former Ku Klux Klan Kleagle who 
became promoter of the Missouri 
Pension Society, was in St. Louis 
today, planning to cash in on his 
organization work among old-age 
pensioners by running for Gover- 


nor—provided they can raise his 
campaign funds. 

“Truly, the laborer is worthy of 
his hire,” Lee told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and now is the time to 
cash in. Why, even if each of the 
107,000 pensioners in the State 
only put up a quarter I'd be sit- 
ting pretty. Once the campaign 
money starts coming in, it would 
attract dough from other sources.” 

Just now Lee, who is selling 
life insurance on the side, is seek- 
ing funds to finance a general 
solicitation throughout the State. 
He has uddressed several local 
meetings of his society, putting out 
tentative feelers, and is trying to 
reorganize some branches which 
have not been active lately. When 
Lee was lobbying before the Legis- 
lature for bigger pensions, support- 
ed by the nickels and dimes of 
his elderly followers, he claimed 
175 units with a membership of 
about 50,000. 

“Once I get the money to make 
it worth. while filing,” Lee said, 
“T’ll run on the Democratic ticket. 
I'm a good Democrat. Besides, 
most of the old folks are Demo- 
crats at heart. Sort of traditional 
Democrats. Figuring on an ultra- 
conservative basis they. ought to 
be good for a vote apiece. That 
doesn’t take in sympathizers of 
various sorts. And in a field of 
several candidates that may be 
the balance of power. I’m bank- 
ing on it.” 

Lee’s platform, he said, would be 
his old refrain of “$40 a month for 
each eligible individual.” His 
anxiety to’ get his candidacy start- 
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ed has been spurred by a bulletin 
circulated by the State organiza- 
tion of the Townsend movement, 
indicating it was the only organiza- 
tion that had done anything for 
the pensioners and advocating a 
referendum to make the Townsend 
plan a State law. 


“That really hurt me,” Lee said, 
“because I’ve been a sort of father, 
in ‘spirit, anyway, to the old folks. 
Everybody knows how hard I 
worked to get their pension cut 
back. Nobody up in the Legisla- 
ture paid any attention to them un- 
til I got on the job. They’ve gota 
square deal coming, too.” 

Lee wasn’t coy about sounding 
out sentiment. He circularized the 
society members, declaring there 
must be an old-age pension candi- 
date on the next ticket and asking 
whether they thought he would do. 
He professed surprise at the favor- 
able response, displayed petitions 
with several hundred signatures 
urging him to run. Now he’s pre- 
paring to back his candidacy by 
publishing another edition of his 
paper, The People Speak, which 
has appeared spasmodically. 

“It’s about to have another 
spasm,” Lee said.

Liquor Tax Up Again, 

Its work on a new revenue Dill 
virtually completed after flat re- 
jection of a sales tax, the Ways 
and Means Committee was calle@ 
on to reconsider its vote for in- 
creased postal rates and a 66 
per cent boost in liquor taxes. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, said the committee 
probably would put the whisky tax 
at $8 a gallon instead of $10 as 
previously approved, The tax now 
is $6 


The new tax bill contains only 
about two billion dollars added rev- 
enue, one-fifth of the amount. re- 
quested by the administration, If 
the spirits tax is put at $8, the 
bill will be reduced by about 240 
million, and other tax cutbacks ap- 
peared likely. 

Knutson said a $10 tax—$2.50 a 
quart or 12.5 cents a drink for 100 
proof whisky — might “put too 
much of a bonus on moonshining 
and bootlegging and we can’t af- 
ford to bring back those conditions 
of pre-repeal days.” 

Representative Carlson (Rep.), 
Kansas, another committee mem- 
ber, asked for reconsideration of 
the vote on second class_ postal 
rates, which he said doubled pub- 
lishers’ rates for newspapers and 
periodicals. He wants the old rates 
maintained, 

Other members have indicated 
they want a new vote on the in- 
crease in airmajl rates from six to 
10 cents which might reduce the 
revenue measure by 22 million and 
also they want reconsideration of 
boosts in telephone taxes, involving 
millions. There also is pressure for 
review of the general admissions 
tax, raised from 10 to 30 per cent. 

The committee voted yesterday 
against a Federal retail sales tax, 
and Doughton said this ended the 
matter as far as the present tax 
bill is concerned. 

Newspaper men _ assigned to 
write tax news filed a formal pro- 
test with the committee when 
committee members, after defeat- 
ing the sales tak in executive ses- 
sion, declined to say how the 25 
members voted or even how many 
votes were cast for or against the 
tax proposal, 

In a letter to Doughton, the re- 
porters said “the action of the 
committee in declining to divulge 
the record vote violates the dem- 
ocratic principle of accountability 
of elected officials to their con- 
stituents.” It added: 

“The sales tax is an issue on 
which, in any event, individual 
members cannot escape ultimate 
responsibility.” 

The letter was discussed in ex- 
ecutive session and subsequently 
Doughton announced the vote as 
16 to 8 against the sales tax. The 
chairman held a press conference 
at which he said it was the long 
established custom for congres- 
sional committees to discuss meas- 
ures and vote in executive session, 
with newspaper men and the 
public exchided. 

President Roosevelt signed yes- 
terday a bill requiring taxpayers 
to take’ by next March 15 their 
so-called postwar Victory tax 
credits. The credits amount to 
25 per cent of Victory tax pay- 
ments for single persons and 40 
per cent for married persons. 

Taxpayers get no cash refund, 
but may take the credit against 
future taxes.

can replied, adding that he had 
been impressed by the absence of 
sunburn on dé Marigny’s skin. 

“Nobody told you he was a 
rachtsman?” demanded Higgs, 
with a significant manner. 

De Marigny smiled broadly as 
he peeked through the bars of the 
tell-like prisoner’s® dock. 

Enters Cage to Look at Arms. 

At one point, after Higgs had 
guestioned whether de Marigny’s 
forearms had been carefully ex- 
amined, Barker took a magnifying 
glass and entered the cage to look 
at the prisoner’s arms. 

Chief Justice Sir Oscar Bedford 
Daly, Higgs and Attorney General 
Eric Hallinan stood outside the 
dock while Barker announced: — 

“I find more than the usual 
amount of hair on his forearm, and 
there is hair on the inside, but I 
didn’t find any burned hairs on the 
inside of his forearms when I 
made the first examination.” 

The courtroom was a-buzz at the 
sight of an accuser and the ac- 
cused man in the cage together, 
and sprucely-uniformed native of- 
ficers sharply demanded silence. 

Saw Signs of Redness. 

Barker said he saw signs of red- 
ness on the back of de Marigny’s 
hand during the examination be- 
fore the arrest, and another mark 
which he could not say was caused 
by fire. 

“Was the first mark made by 
fire?” Higgs asked. 

“T cannot say,” Barker replied, 
adding “I am no doctor.” 

Barker attempted to tell the Jus- 
tice how the questions should be 
asked, and drew a rebuke. 

“You answer whether the ques- 
tion is right or wrong,” the jurist 
ordered. 

Asked why he had not shown the 
burns to Maj, Herbert Pemberton 
of the Nassau police, Barker re- 
plied that he had pointed them out 
to Lieut. Col. A. Erskine- 
— then commissioner of po- 


-As to Missing Shirt. 

The cross-examination proceeded 
to another of the Crown’s points 
against de Marigny—the conten- 
tion that he could not produce 
the shirt he told of wearing on 
the night of the killing. The im- 
plication is that the attacker’s 
clothing might show bloodspots or 
burns. 

“May I suggest,” Higgs said, “that 
the accused told you he was un- 
able to identify which shirt he 
wore that night because they al) 
were alike.” 

“That is not true,” retorted 
Barker. “He said it was funny that 
he was unable to find the shirt he 
had worn.” 

De Marigny pencilled a note 
which a guard took to Higgs. 
Jurors looked like spectators at a 
tennis match as they turned their 
heads from Higgs to Barker dur- 
ing the exchange. 

Barker said he did not examine 
the soiled shirts at de Marigny’s 
home because he wanted the de- 
fendant to hand him one volun- 
tarily. 

Higgs read at length from the 
record of testimony at de Marigny’s 
preliminary hearing in Magistrate's 
Court. 

“Do you want me to take all of 
that down?” Justice Daly asked in 
an annoyed tone. He wrote as 
Higgs dictated, saying each word 
aloud as he dipped his pen and 
hurried along. 

Barker agreed that the testi- 
mony was his, the only difference 
being slight changes in phrase- 
ology. 

Examined de Marigny’s Legs. 

Higgs asked why Barker’s mem- 
Ory was good about some points, 
not about others, and de Marigny 
grinned. 

Barker recalled examining de 
Marigny’s legs and feet for hair 
burns, but found none. He did 


not remember whether the pris- 
oner wore socks. 

Barker testified he found ash 
residue “of some burned hairs on 
de Marigny’s arm. 

“I made a microscopic examina- 
tion of his fingernails for blood or 
human. tissues,” he said, adding 
that the result was negative. 


Discusses Fingerprint. 

Higgs turned again to the finger- 
print Barker told of finding on 
a bed screen which witnesses said 
stood in the death room. 

It was Higgs’ contention that 
the print could not be admitted 
because it was lifted from the 
screen onto adhesive rubber, and 
thus the jury could not be shown 
directly that the impression actual- 
ly was on the surface of the —* 

“Would markings on the screen, 
such as grooves,\show on the rub- 
ber lifter when a print is lifted?” 
he asked, * 

“If the screen were processed so 
as to show the groove, it would,” 
Barker said. 

Jury Foreman James Sands 
made a fingerprint on the screen, 
which was opened in the court- 
room, and Barker proceeded to 
dust and lift it onto Scotch tape. 


Lines on Screen Show. 
The jury was shown the lifted 
print, on which a line of the screen 
decoration was plain. > 


“So Scotch tape will show any 
surface irregularities as well as 
the actual fingerprint, and this is 
desirable for the purpose of identi- 
fication?” Higgs inquired. 

“It is desirable, but not always 
expeditious,” Barker said. “You 
can compare lifted prints immedi- 
ately, whereas use of the camera 
is much slower.” 

In response to a question, Bar- 
ker said “It takes no more time 
to show irregularities. It is quite 
easy to pick up the pattern and 
grooves on the screen.” 

No Irre ties in Print. 

Higgs quickly asserted: “But 
none of these irregularities show 
on the exhibit except the print it- 
self. How is that?” 

“The print was lifted from a 
part of the surface where no irreg- 
ularities would show.” 

“Where did your print come 
from?” 

“From the top of that panel,” re- 
plied Barker, pointing. “From my 
memory it was from the top six 
inches of the panel.” 

Higgs brought out yesterday 
that Barker could not say exact- 
ly where he found the print on 
the screen. 

Higgs again attempted to estab- 
lish the exact spot from evhich the 
fingerprint—Exhibit J—was ‘lifted. 
It is the right little fingerprint. 

The courtroom atmosphere grew 
tense. Attorneys conferred, and 
jurors talked among themselves. 

Explains Incomplete Check. 

Higgs asked why some articles 
in the death room were dusted and 
others were not, and Barker re- 
plied: 

“We tried to reason what the 
assailant would do, and search for 
prints at spots where he likely 
would touch.” 

“You think the assailant might 
have been reading magazines and 
books?” “No, but he might have 
touched the screen.” 

Barker said a few heat blisters 
were found on the screen. 

He. added that the bed on which 
Oakes’s body lay was not dusted 
because heat destroys  finger- 
prints, and the head of the bed 
had been set afire. 

Under sharp questioning, Barker 
told Higgs: “We didn’t dust the 
bedstead because the screen was 
an obstacle in the room which was 
more likely to be touched.” 

The officer still was on the 
stand when court was recessed for 
luncheon, 

Testimony After Lunch. 
As the trial was resumed after 


lunch, Barker testified he was un- 
able to tell the position of the 
hand at the time the fingerprint 
was made but that the impression 
was not from the extreme finger- 
tip. 
The detective was calm as he 
continued to undergo the defense’s 
searching cross-examination. De 
Marigny rubbed his lipe idly as he 
listened ‘to the exchanges. 

“T had powdered an area around 
the print where [I might have 
found an indication of a palm 
print but there was no such indi- 
cation when I looked through a 
magnifying glass,” said Barker, “I 
saw traces of a little fingerprint.” 

Higgs displayed a photograph of 
a fingerprint showing its mark- 
ings and declared for the jury that 
the prosecution could have shown 
similar photographs of exhibit J—

Gen. Boykin C. Wright, 
director of the international aid 
division of the Army Service 
Forces, said, “We are really just 
entering the expensive stage of 
the war in terms of expenditure 
of equipment.”

NAPLES, Oct. 14 (Delayed).— 
This is a newspaper story about 
a newspaper man’s worries, but it 
affects every American who reads 
newspapers and may we of general 
interest, 

The point of the story is that 
Americans are getting their news 
from Italy, where tens of thou- 


sands of our men are engaged, 24, 
36 or 48 hours late because those 
who control the means by which 
news is sent from here to the 
United States—namely, the United 
States Army Air Force—still do 
not realize that the people at home 
reserve to get the news promptly. 
Correspondents who landed in 
Central Italy five weeks ago had 
been warned that they would have 
to depend upon one radio trans- 
mitter, which could send only 200 
or 300 words daily for each cor- 
respondent, plus airplanes that 
could take longer stories back to 
centers with unlimited means _ 
transmission. 

We all depended upon the will- 
ingness of our authorities to fur- 
nish the newspapers—that is to 
say, American readers — with 
enough airplanes from our vast 
array of aircraft to ferry news’ 
back to Africa. We needed three 
fast planes to handle all the news 
that our group could write. We 
lose that number of aircraft in one 
minor engagement and it was rea- 
sonable to think that the publicity- 
conscious Army, considering the 
fact that Americans demand and 
deserve news of what our people 
are doing abroad, would not think’ 
twice about it. 


As a matter of fact, we have 
never gH given regular courier 
service for our stories. They now 
go by airplane from here to a spot 
in Sicily where they are generally 
kept from 10 o’clock one morning 
until early the following day, 
whereupon they are ferried on to 
Africa and delivered at a trans- 
mission center 36 hours after they 
leave here. ‘ 

Since most such stories are writ- 
ten the night before they are sent 
and are based on news gathered 
during the preceding day, this 
means that the news is at least 48 
hours old before it reaches home. 
Since the radio cannot accommo- 
date more than the briefest spot 
news, this means that you cannot 
know what is happening on the 
front for more than two days. 
Which does not seem to be the 
way Americans run things at 
home, and certainly should not be 
the way they run them abroad.

His only other 
appointment was a Probate Judge 
in Kansas City, a Republican be- 
ing named to succeed a Democrat 
who died. 

Williams, who has a proposal for 
the nomination of Judges in 
political conventions and their 
election on political party tickets, 
admitted before the committee 
that in the days when they were 
so selected it was customary for 
railroad lobbyists to control the 
conventions, but said that now the 
railroads could no longer issue 
passes to delegates to conventions 
and that utilities could no longer 
give free gas and electric service. 


“Mostly Cash Now,” 

Former Gov, Guy B. Park inter- 
posed: “It’s mostly cash now.” 
Park as Governor had an experi- 
ence with utility practices of a 
few years ago, bills which he at- 
tempted to have passed by the 
Legislature and which ‘were op- 
posed by the utilities not even being 
permitted to get out of a Senate 
committee for a vote of the Sen- 
ate as a whole. 

There are four proposals before 
the committee for revision of the 
judicial article of the Constitution, 
the chief one having been prepared 
by a committee of 26 lawyers and 
judges appointed by the Judicial 
Council and the State Bar Associa- 
tion, and introduced into the con- 
vention by Richard Righter of 
Kansas City, chairman of the con- 
vention committee considering ju- 
dicial proposals. 

This plan provides for a reten- 
tion of the present system and in- 
cludes provision for an administra- 
tive council of 15 judges to have 
general supervisory control over 
all courts, with power to reform 
judicial procedure through the 
simplification of rules of practice, 
procedure and evidence. 

Marshall E, Ford of Maryville 
has a second proposal, which in- 
cludes retention of the present non- 
partisan court plah, but proposes 
to ‘increase the number of Appel- 
late Judges to 16, with abolition 
of the three Courts of Appeals. 

The proposals by Williams and 
Wood would repeal the nonparti- 
san plan, Williams favoring 
straight-out political selection of 
Judges. Wood's plan proposes the 
election of Judges, but on non-po- 
litical ballots. He would increase 
the Supreme Court membership 
from seven to nine, with the State 
divided into nine districts, one 
Judge being elected from each. 

A third proposal for repealing 
the nonpartisan court plan was 
presented to the convention today 
by Delegate O. E. Brown of Chris- 
tian County. Brown’s proposal is 
for appellate judges to be nomi- 
nated by political party conven- 
tions, each consisting of one law-. 
yer from each of the 38 judicial 
circuits, the lawyer delegates to 
be chosen by the lawyers of the 
circuits, The nominees would go 
on the regular party election bal- 
lots. 


GOEBBELS SAYS ALLIES HOPE 
, FOR REICH COLLAPSE NOV. 11 


LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, German propa- 
ganda chief, says the Allies have 
set Nov. 11—Armistice day—as the 
time for Germany’s collapse, but 
in a broadcast for domestic con- 
sumption he asserted he saw no 
signs of it. 

The Berlin radio, reviewing last 
night an article by Goebbels in 
Das Reich, quoted him as saying 
that “in Germany opposition to 
the war does not exist and diver- 
gencies between the party and 
armed forced exist only in the im- 
agination of the enemies of the 
Reich.” 

Goebbels told the German peo- 
ple today that Soviet Russia was 
“the real danger of this war,” but 
that as far as the home front was 
concerned Allied bombings “repre- 
— the lion’s share of our trou- 

les.” 


GERMANY LISTS 1,200,086 
CIVILIAN AIR RAID LOSSES 


LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—A total 
of 1,200,086 German civilians have 
been killed, or reported missing 
and believed killed, in air raids 
from the beginning of the wag to 
Oct. 1, Swiss dispatches, quoting 
official German Government sta- 
tistics, said today.

Hoover saw as the. greatest dan- 
ger to peace the intense national- 
ism generated by the war, and 
said evidences of nationalism, al- 
ready were obvious in proclama- 
tions by United Nations.

Stalin has not hesitated” to speak 
of territorial expansion Over pre- 
viously independent peoples, Hoov- 
er said, and Churchill “has stated 
categorically that the British Em- 
pire will not be liquidated.”

is over-optimistic. People ex- 
pect too much, too soon, at least 
as far as Germany is concerned. 
With slightly heavy-handed lack of 
subtlety, various very important 
leaders have undertaken to de- 
bunk these expectations. Congress 
has been given off-the-record in- 
formation calculated to leave that 
body in a mood of sober realism. 
Gen, Eisenhower, speaking from 
Algiers, has warned that “it will 
be a long, long way to final vic- 
tory, over a rough, bitter road.” 

The man in the street, being 
handed the slap on the wrist, di- 
rectly or indirectly, is invariably 
puzzled. 

Only a fortnight or so ago, an 
Air Corps notable, sounding off 
in the British Isles, issued optim- 
istic prophecies about the date on 
which Germany would be rendered 
helpless by bombing—spring of °44 
—which couldn’t help having their 


effect on the man in the street,

A Previous October. 

ERTAIN very striking events 
C on the Russian front, where 

the major portion of the Ger- 
man Wehrmacht is reputedly de- 
ployed, have also come to the citi- 
zen's attention. He remembers 
that this is total war, that Rus- 
sian victories are bad news in Ber- 
lin, that in another October, 25 
years ago, bad news panicked the 
Germans even though their armies 
were still plenty strong and theo- 
retically capable of extended - re- 
sistance. 

It is quite obvious to the citizen 
that the fighting in Italy is very 
tough. He is fully aware that the 
Germans have an excellent army, 
having had that army’s merits and 
performances publicized into his 
skull at great length for five years 
and more, When he sees that 
army hold us up, as at Salerno, he

As the man in 
the street dopes it out, we have 
gone into Italy: 1. To get air 
bases, 2. To knock the Italians out

Campaign Against SEC Makes 
NoDirect Demand to Abolish It 


Survey of Propaganda of Which Roosevelt 
Complains Discloses Critics’ Strategy Is to 
Break Down Confidence in Agency.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT recently gave a “tip” to his press con- 
ference that certain elements in the community were conducting 
an undercover campaign to get rid of the Securities and Exchange 


Commission and the protection of what the Greeks call hoi pollot. 
Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch has disclosed the President was refer~ 
ring to occasional but persistent attacks by financial and editoriak 
writers and business associations who are trying to break down pub 
lic confidence in Government regulation of securities, security ex~ 
changes and public utility holding companies, rather than open 


attacks against the SEC itself, 

A survey by the Post-Dispatch of 
the propaganda against the SEC 
disclosed only one prominent per- 
son openly advocating abolition of 
the SEC. That is Edgar M. Queeny 
of the Monsanto Chemical Co., St. 
Louis, who asserted in his recent 


book, “The Spirit of Enterprise,” 
that the SEC should be abolished 
and a law comparable to the Brit- 
ish Companies Act be substituted 
to regulate corporations and se- 
curities. A few other business men 
undoubtedly would say privately 
that they would Hke to see the 
SEC done away with, but have not 
been as candid as Queeny in their 
public statements. 

The campaign against the SEC 
has been mostly in the columns of 
financial newspapers and maga- 
zines, and even in these criticisms 
no demand is made for doing away 
with the Government agency. The 
strategy is to belittle SEC person- 
nel for bureaucratic methods, al- 
leged Communistic or Nazi ideolo- 
gies and lack of competence, to- 
gether with attacks on certain sec- 
tions of the Securities and Ex- 
change and Public Utility Hold- 
ing Company laws, such as the 
proxy provisions and the famous 
Section 11, which calls for the 
liquidation of non-integrated pub- 
lic utility holding companies, 


Example of Strategy. 

An example of the strategy was 
a June news letter of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
which contained the following 
paragraphs: 

“The issue between Congress 
and entrenched Federal bureau- 
cracy will be clearly drawn Tues- 
day (June 29) when the House In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee resumes its hearings on 
the question of the right of the 


Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion to ‘interpret’ laws 


“Members of the House Commit- 
tee contend the so-called ‘proxy* 
regulations promulgated by the 
SEC immediately after the last 
sine die adjournment of Congress 
were issued in violation of an un- 
derstanding between the congres- 
sional committee and the SEC that 
no action would be taken (to furs 
ther ‘harass’ industry) until Con- 
gress could determine the merit 
of the SEC proposals. 

“A major congressional revolt 
against bureaucratic usurpation of 
power flared into the open at the 
hearings last week when the Hous 
committee called SEC Chairman 
Ganson Purcell to the stand to ex- 
plain his action in promulgating 
additional rules two days after ad- 
journment of Congress, an action 
taken without congressional sanc- 
tion.” 


Excerpts From Hearings. 


Then followed carefully selected 
excerpts from transcripts of the 
hearings, designed to show that 
Purcell, who majored in English 
in college, was without qualifiqa- 
tions to be chairman of the SEC, 

A few days later the Chicago 
Tribune used the N. A. M. news 
letter as a basis for an editorial 
leader, which grouped Purcell, 
Justice Frankfurter, Ben Cohen 
and other New Dealers together as 
“New Deal revolutionaries.” 

Perhaps the most vocal baiter of 
the SEC has been LeSlie Gould, fi-

On Ratifying the Peace Treaty 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is a good deal of talk, as there 
should be, about United States postwar 
treaties in the interest of a lasting peace. 

The present method of treaty ratifica- 
tion—approval by two-thirds majority of 
the United States Senate—leaves much 
to be desired. It is questionable, for ex- 
ample, whether this method results in 
full national approval, or disapproval, of 
any treaty. And it certainly excludes 
the House of Representatives from hav- 
ing a part in a decision which it will 
later be called upon in various ways to 
uphold, 

Some authorities claim that the chief 
reason why the Founding Fathers placed 
ratification of treaties solely in the 
hands of the Senate was the fact that, 
originally, this body was to consist of 
only 26 men and, therefore, it would be 
possible to have treaties intimately dis- 
cussed by this small group, as advisers 
to the President. 

But the growth of the Senate, as well 
as the growth of the country, made 
these reasons inapplicable. Clearly it 
would be better today, from every angle, 
to have treaty approval by a plain ma- 
jority of both houses than by two-thirds 
of the Senate alone. 

Here is a constitutional amendment 
that ought to be submitted directly to 
the people. For, if a recent Gallup sur- 
vey is to be trusted, 54 per cent of them 
favor approval by the President and a 
majority of both houses of Congress as 
opposed to the present setup that makes 
it possible for a minority of the Senate 
to mangle or kill a treaty desired by a 
congressional majority. : 

Let's have that amendment, and soon,

Blood plasma is just as vital in this 
War as the purchase of war bonds, and 
the collection of scrap and waste fats, If 
a lot of healthy people who could spare 
the blood only knew the warm glow that 
fills the heart after one has given a 
donation, they would run, not walk, to 
the nearest blood bank.

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Lewis’ Rule-or-Ruin Course 

The WLB and John L. Lewis are together now 
on every point necessary for a contract that would 
insure continued operation of the coal mines. The 
only remaining deterrent is Lewis’ unwillingness 
to settle, even on his own terms, The WLB was 
hard put to grant Lewis substantially all he asked 
without making it too plainly public that it was 
doing so. Now Lewis is equally hard put to find 
anything that looks like a reason for turning 
down the WLB’s concessions. 

The contention of the Mine Workers’ president 
that the WLB’s terms would reduce miners’ pay 
by 4% cents an hour is the flimsiest kind of tech- 
nical pretext. Ag the WLB figures it, by consid- 
ering overtime pay and total hours, the schedule 
represents an increase in -the hourly scale. All 
quibbling aside, however, the essential point is 
that the WLB has offered the miners a sizable 
increase in their :take-home pay, which is what 


they have to live on. This, Lewis has previously 


said, is all that really counts. 

. In rejecting the WLB’s more-than-fair offer, in 
continuing to fight after every cause for contro- 
versy has been removed, Lewis can be fighting 
for only one thing: to show the WLB who Is boss, 
and to show the country at the same time. 

A coal strike at the present time is an invita- 
tion to disaster, to the needless loss of American 
lives through “too little and too late” in the way 
of materiel, to discouragement of our troops on 
fronts all over the world, who, looking homeward, 
see themselves being let down by workers whom 
they depend upon to back them’ up. 

“Surely no American wants to see our steel 
plants closed down for lack of coal, or our ship- 
yards idle, or munitions held up that are needed 
for the fighting overseas,” says the acting chair- 
man of WPB, Charles E. Wilson. “But that may 
well happen if the coal situation is not solved, 
and solved swiftly. It is a key problem that con- 
cerns every American right now.” 

The WLB has referred the matter to President 
Roosevelt, for settlement of the strike in which 
60,000 miners of bituminous. coal have already 
laid down their tools and left the pits. The next 
step in the formal procedure would be for the 
President to order the mines to be taken over and 
operated by the Government. 

This is purely a last-ditch means of bringing 
about peace among the miners, and is highly un- 


desirable in every other respect. The Federal 


Government already has enough on its hands 
without taking over, ag well, the operation of 
coal mines. If it undertakes this new responsi- 
bility, its labors will be heavily increased, and 
the successful operation of a Government at war 
will be made more complex. 

If, as seems unavojdable, the Government 
is forced into seizure and operation of the mines, 
it should take the step with the determination 
to bring mine labor under control as soon as pos- 
sible and return the mines to private operation. 

The situation calls also for firmness on the 
part of the Stabilization Director, Fred M. Vinson, 
who has the authority to hold union dues, col- 
lected under the check-off system, {n escrow, and, 
as further punitive measures, to withhold from 
the union all rights and privileges granted under 
working agreements. 

It will be healthful for the UMW to learn, for 
its own good and as an object lesson, that no 
union can any longer .flout its war duty and 
thumb its nose at duly-constituted authority with- 
out being punished and forced to conform to law. 
The No. 1 consideration for unions, as for all of 
us, is to do the utmost toward winning the war. 

If Lewis should continue his recalcitrant, rule- 
or-ruin course after Government seizure of the 
mines, he would be liable to severe penalties un- 
der the Smith-Connally Anti-Strike Law. Lewis 
obviously does not understand half-way meas- 
ures. If the time has not come for dealing 
with him’with whole measures—now that he is 
denying war plants coal that is indispensable to 
war production, and in the face of an existing 
shortage—when could it be considered to have 
come? 
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When the Japs plunge into battle with the war- 
cry, “Tojo!” the Americans respond by yelling 
“Eleanor!” Have the Republicans looked into 
the possibility of getting them to yell “Tommy!” 
or “Bobby!” or “Wendell!” every other time, just 
to make it non-partisan? 
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Missouri’s Civil War Constitution 

Anybody who reads the Missouri Constitution 
may end up with a definite feeling of confusion. 
He wouldn’t be sure, from that document at least, 
that the Civil War was over or that gentlemen 
of honor didn’t still repair to some willow-grown 
Bloody Island in the Mississippi River to settle 
their grievances with pistols at 12 paces. 

Some idea of the dusty antiquity of Mfssouri’s' 
basic law, and of the great need for bringing it 
up to date, may be gained from two constitutional 
provisions which a committee of the present Con- 
stitutional Convention has concluded ought to be 
wiped out. One says that a man who fights a 
duel can’t hold office. The other grants immunity 
from prosecution for acts committed during the 
Civil War. 

That ought to convince the most skeptical that 
our Constitution is pretty much a duel-and-ox-cart 
document. It, hasn’t been changed much since 
1875, and it needs a brisk bit of modernizing. 
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Secretary Hull, in Moscow, may not know ex- 
actly what the Russians want, but it took only 
one day for him to make it plain to them what 
he wants. Oatmeal for breakfast. 
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Looking Ahead With Wallace 


Vice-President Wallace, speaking at Cleveland 
the other day, drew a broad outline of the postwar 
employment problem. If all of us are employed, 
we will be able to produce 40 per cent more 
peacetime goods than we have ever turned out 
before. On the additional 40 per cent will depend 
the jobs of 10 or 12 million workers. 

The problem will be to find markets. Will 
we tackle, as it will have to be tackled, the 
domestic ills of distribution, in order to provide 
the optimum home market? Will we look upon 
export seriously, or will we continue to take 
the detached view that has been most typically 
American? 

Turning out half again a much goods as we 
have ever before produced in peacetime will be 
no production problem. We have the means and 


/ 


the ability. 


Whether we have the means and 
ability to make use of it after it is produced will 
depend largely upon what the American people 
want and will support politically. The produc- 
tive genius of America waits only on governmen- 
tal leadership and public opinion to catch up 
with it. 
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A Comparison. of Taxes 


Americans are paying more per capita in taxes 
than either Britons or Canadians, according to 
figures just released by the Treasury Department. 
The statistics are: United States, $3857; Great 
Britain, $291; Canada, $261. This includes all 
taxes, national and local. 

Before these figures are seized upon by oppo- 
nents of the Treasury’s program for more taxa- 
tion, several other factors must be taken into 
consideration. For one thing, the avegage Amer- 
ican pays more taxes than the average Britisher 


or Canadian simply because our incomes, are 


higher. Income per capita, according to the 1942 
figures, rung as follows: United Statés, $801.63; 
Canada, $769.23; Great Britain, $535.99. Average 
1943 incomes in this country, by. preliminary 
estimates, will run close to $1000, 

Another matter to consider is the extent to 
which the three peoples are financitig their part 
in the war and their other Government costs by 
taxation. Britain is paying 51.7 per cent of its 
expenses by taxation, Canada 47 per cent and 
the United States 36 per cent. 

Americans can’t stand any increase in their 


taxes now, it is being said by congressional oppo-- 
nents of the Treasury’s program. According to 


the 10 Republican members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, “a further increase jn 
taxation at this time would threaten the future 
solvency of American business and bring about 
the liquidation. of the middle class.” If that’s 
true, then we’re a softer people than our British 
and Canadian allies.

An interesting commentary on the psychology, 
of war comes from England, where people were 
asked,yin a newspaper poll if they would press a 


button that would cause the killing of every man, 


woman and child in Germany. 

Despite the wanton bombing of England’s cities 
and the years of suffering the war has brought 
her people, a majority said No; they thought 
there was enough good in the Germans to war- 
rant keeping the race alive and giving the better 
elements an opportunity to develop the better 
traits. 

However, the news dispatches cite the eager 
response of one soldier, once a prisoner of the 
Germans, Who said: ‘Where is that button? I'd 
push it.” 

Humanity prevails in England, as in most of 
the civilized world. As recorded in this test of 
public opinion, conducted by Prof. A. M. Low, its 
expression contrasts sharply with the reports 
from Europe, too numerous and too well authen- 
ticated to be entirely discounted, that the Ger- 
mans are carrying out a ruthless policy of killing 
off the peoples they regard as inferiof. Such, for 
instance, as the mass murder of Poles and the 
deliberate starving of French children, 

Humanity is long-suffering and ever-hopeful. 
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Flag-Waving Oppression 

The town of Moultrie, Ga., proposes to arrest 
everyone who is neither working nor fighting, or 
who has simply misplaced a card which the town- 
ship will issue ag a sort of certification of em- 
ployment, It intends to use, as a cloak of legal- 
ity, an ordinance that prohibits loitering.

It is a dangerous device, 
likely to lead to night-riding tactics in the name 
of officialdom, The poor, the ignorant, those 
without influential friends or the money to fight 
oppression, are bound to be the victims. 

The kind of thing Moultrie is doing does not 
represent the kind of country that Americans are 
fighting to preserve, 
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Tax Groundhogs in Congress 

The tax-initiating House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is about ready to recommend a tax Dill 
for some two Dillion dollars in new revenue. The 
Treasury's minimum recommendation is for 10% 
billions in additional levies to combat inflation 
and help pay for the war.

Problem of the Exiled Kings 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


Allied policy toward royal refugees becomes an issue because of 
events in Greece and Yugoslavia; our support of monarchs may be 
viewed as an effort to block popular movements in their countries, 
commentator says; Nazis use this as a wedge to divide Greeks.

Allied policy toward their “governments. 
in-exile” has been jolted into the status of 
an acute problem by recent events in Yugo- 
slavia and Greece. Some of it can be re- 
solved at the Moscow conference, because 
some of the trouble in those two countries 
derives from a conflict between Russian 
and Anglo-American policy. 


But much of it derives from the fact that 
during the years of German occupation, the 
governments-in-exile have inevitably grown 
away from the people whbd remained at 
home, This is true of all of them to some 
extent, but of some much more than others. 


The recognition of the various exile gov- 
ernments was made by both Washington 
and London.under the stated provision that 
the liberated peoples should all ‘be free at 
the right time to choose new governments 
of their own preference, While this moment 
of choice remained a hypothetical point in 
the future, there was no problem. The exile 
governments were a useful and necessary 
expedient. They were trustees of their na- 
tional interests and custodians of the con- 
cept of their sovereignty. 


But this moment of liberation is no longer 
hypothetical. For Yugoslavia and Greece, 
it has become an imminent and early prob- 
ability. And it may become equally so for 
others by spring. An acute problem has 
therefore arisen as to the manner and tim- 
ing of the shift of recognition from the 
actual exile governments to the people. 


Dilemma of the Allies 


There are grave dangers in appearing to 
cling too long to the exiles. The German- 
sponsored charge in Greece that the Allies 
intend to reinstate King George has appar- 
ently been a major factor in the civil war 
which has broken out among the Greek 
patriots, 


King George has served the Allied cause 
loyally in exile. There are real obligations 
to him, Prime Minister Churchill has ex- 
pressed a public hope that both he and King 
Peter of Yugoslavia will be restored to their 
thrones. 


Yet it seems highly doubtful that the ma- 
jority, or even a substantial minority, of 
the Greek people want King George back. 
He played q@ political role in the pre-war 
years which deprived him of that immunity 
from domestic political considerations which 
is the strength of the English throne. King 
Peter of Yugoslavia was not directly in- 
volved in pre-war politics, having been a 


‘den of German occupation at home. 


boy at the time. He may have a slightly 
better chance, but that is dubious. His 
dynasty is Serbian and he inherits a resent. 
ment to the dynasty on the part of Croats 
and Slovenes, 


In both these cases, Anglo-American pol- 
icy is torn between loyalty to the individ- 
uals who have worked on the outside for 
the Allied cause and the preferences and 
prejudices of those wha, have borne the bur- 
To 
sustain the exiles too long will be resented 
and cause suspicion of attempting to thwart 
new popular movements and feelings. To 
act too quickly will be ingratitude, 


Fortunately, the problem is not so diffi- 
cult in all cases. Both the Dutch and the 
Norwegian royal houses are _ sufficiently 
above domestic politics and sufficiently re- 
garded among most of their subjects so 
that they will undoubtedly be welcomed 
back. 


The Danger of Delay 


In the case of those countries, the ques- 
tion involves only the personnel of the Gov- 
ernment as distinct from the royal houses. 
The Dutch and Norwegian sovereigns are 
probably capable of choosing the moment 
to bring new people into their Cabinets with 
sufficient wisdom to avert any crisis. 


In general, there remains the danger that 
individuals will play on loyalties to defer the 
transition moment for their individual gain. 
The responsibility on London and Washing- 
ton is heavy. If they seem to attempt to 
re-impose the exile governments against 
popular will, they will be wide open to the 
charge of using the argument of “law and 
order” to thwart new movements which 
have risen in the occupied countries, and 
which certainly in most cases, probably in 
all, are considerably to the left of the pre- 
war governments. The exile governments 
could, in fact, be used as a weapon of re- 
action, 


As a matter of information, we can add 
that these considerations are appreciated 
at the State Department and that they are 
the subject of considerable and careful con- 
sideration today with*the British Foreign 
Office. 


The chances are that, as a result, London 
will curb its hope of seeing King George re-

Prepaid Medical Care 


From the Dallas Morning News. 


War has not halted the expansion of 
Plans for prepaid medical and hospital 
care. In California, about 50,000 persons 
who live in public war housing projects are 
participating voluntarily in a state-wide 


* program known as California Physicians’ 


Service, which assures full medical care, 
including surgical and hospital bills. About 
one-fifth of those eligible have joined in 
this health program, which continues to 


grow. 

Monthly fees for this California medical 
aervice are $2.50 for a single person, $4 
for a married couple and $5 for a family of 
three or more, Usually the fee is added to 
the tenant’s rent. Although this plan has 
provided full medical care for all members, 
with the services of specialists for those 


® 


needing them, it has relieved some of the 
load on other physicians who have been 
overburdened .with work since so many 
doctors have gone to war. 

Plans for prepaid medical care vary 
greatly, and some of them are subsidized 
in'one way or another. The more desir- 
able ones are self-supporting and allow the 
patient a choice among participating phy- 
sicians. In general, however, the principle 
of prepaid medical care, like that of pre- 
paid hospital care, is proving popular and 
seems likely to spread rapidly after the 
war. With the former opposition of organ. 
ized medicine largely withdrawn, doctors 
have an opportunity to take the lead in 
making such plans professionally and eco- 
nomically sound.

For Ingersoll,.now 
a Captain, has turned out one of the most 
remarkable accounts yet to emerge from 
the war. 

First-rate reporter that he Is, Ingersoll 
has related his own experiences as an ob- 
serving officer during a vital phase of the 
Battle of Tunisia. He was at El Guettar 
and was one of the first into Gafsa in that 
stunning victory which set the trap for the 
ensnaring of Rommel’s Afrika Korps. His 
story of the preparations and the fight isa . 
tale no war correspondent has matched, « 
either for lucidity or sheer drama.

Capt. Ingersoll’s book is divided into : 
three parts. One tells of the training for 
battle, one analyzes the mechanism of an 
army in motion, and the big one is the~ 
meat of the story, the battle itself. | 

Careful planning and calculation to the 
most precise detail are what make the dif- 
ference between failure and success. No. 
room for softies in the United States Army, — 
Capt. Ingersoll implies. Telling of his own 
sensations in the transformation from the 
oomfortable existence of editor to the hard _ 
one of soldier, Ingersoll may tend to glorify - 
the other extreme of the disillusioned Dos 
Passos attitude toward war. He does, how- 
ever, communicate clearly the sense of com- 
pulsion so many American men feel in the 
fight against Fascism. 

If the thought retires in the face of de- 
scriptions of action, it is simply because the « 
action is delineated so vividly. It is hard 
to match Capt. Ingersoll’s narrations of 
how the engineers work in the mine fields ” 
and of the tense night trek to the heights.

breath-taking as related, and told so effec- * 
tively that the reader finds little difficulty ” 
in living through them.

Ingersoll cannot reiterate often enough 
his essential argument based on his own 
experience: namely, that an army must be 
thoroughly trained to master any eventu- 
ality. Training and more training. For 
the training is but the prelude, and as his 
title says, and his book enunciates, “The 
Battle Is the Payoff.” 


The indelible stamp of Ingersoll energy, 
the drive and vigor which characterize his 
writing, the personal, almost egomaniacal 
enthusiasm are found in the pages of the 
book. It differs from Ingersoll’s day-to- 
day writing and his “Report on England” 
only in so far as it deals less with the 
basic philosophic concepts underlying the 
war. Nevertheless, it is a grand book.

The case of Magistrate Aurelio 
is now throwing a cruel light upon 
the whole politics of New York 
City.

He is 
the man, he testifies, who deter- 
mined that Michael- Kennedy 
should become the leader of the 
New York Democratic machine. 
The nomination of Aurelio is only 
a minor incident in this story of 
a career. The issue of which of 
several possibilities should be chos- 
en for the highest bench in New 
York City, boiled down, it seems, 
to whether the candidate should 
be an Italian or an Irish Catholic. 
Costello threw his power to an 
Italian. 

At first it seemed that Costello 
wished to get some power for him- 
self through the person of Aurelio.

St. Louis’ first women orchestral 
players, apart from the veteran 
harpist, Mme. Graziella Pampari, 
are fully prepared to meet their 
colleagues at the first rehearsal 
of the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra next Monday and they in- 
tend to prove that musicianship 
is not limited to men. 

The new women players who 
will make their St. Louis debut at 
the first pair of concerts on Sat- 
urday evening and Sunday after- 
noon, Nov..6 and 7, will be Lois 
Wann, solo oboe; Gizella Ehren- 
worth and Marcella Conforto, vio- 
linists, and June Rotenberg, dou- 
ble bass. 

They told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday they were pleased 
that St. Louis had joined the 
ranks of cities whose orchestras 
have let down the bars which pre- 
vented women from participating. 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles were 
pioneers in this respect, Miss 
Wann said, and Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh and Cleveland had previous- 
ly followed suit. 

Tells of Difficulties. 

“We are delighted to play with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra,” Miss Rotenberg said, “but 
it is too bad it had to take a war 
to bring women into most of 
America’s major orchestras.” She 
said it is still very difficult for 
women to obtain chairs in Amer- 
ican orchestras and that often 
they had to be twice as good as 
men candidates. 

Miss Rotenberg, a native of Phil- 
adelphia, had been fascinated as 
a child by the double bass section 
of Leopold Stokowski’s Philadel- 
phia Orchestra. After studying 
the piano, she received the oppor- 
tunity to play, the bass at school 
and perfected her talent sufficient- 
ly to win a scholarship with An- 
selme Fortier, principal of the dou- 
ble bass section of the New York 


Philharmonic -Symphony Orches- 
tra. She has recently played with 
the orchestra for the George 
Gershwin-DuBois Heyward folk- 
opera, “Porgy and Bess.” 

For Miss Conforto, who came 
here from Italy four years ago, 
obtaining a symphony chair was 
a pleasant attainment, In most 
European orchestras, she_ said, 
women are not given the opportu- 
nity to play with the men, save 
for the traditional exception of the 
harp. She was a concert violinist 
and teacher before coming here to 
accept her first professional or- 
chestral post. 

Not Imitating Men. 

The women were emphatic in in- 
sisting that they are not intent 
on imitating the men. “We are 
simply professional musicians, like 
the men,” Miss Rotenberg stated. 
She added that they recognize their 
responsibility as such and that 
they will not seek concessions be- 
cause of their sex. 

They will dress simply and in- 
conspicuously, they said, for they 
have a job to perform, not a show 
to present, and that job is to con- 
tribute to the perfection of the or- 
chestra. 

Miss Wann, one of the country’s 

foremost exponents of the oboe, 
was first oboist with the Pittsburgh 
Symphony Orchestra before com- 
ing here. Her husband, Aaron 
Bodenhorn, will join the ’cello sec- 
tion of the orchestra. 
- Miss Wann, iike Miss Rotenberg, 
began her musical career as a 
pianist, but when the high school 
orchestra at San Diego, Cal., re- 
quired an oboist, she volunteered

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Gain Laid to Baruch Man- 
Power Recommenda- 
tions Put in Effect by 
Byrnes and Wilson. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—War 
plane production in October is ex- 
pected to top 8000 units as « result 
of the Byrnes-Baruch-Wilson rec- 
ommendation on efficient use of 
man power in the aviation indus- 
try, the Post-Dispatcn learned to- 
day. This will be a new high in 
American airplane production and 
a distinct gain over the 7598 units 
produced in September and the 
7612 units in August. 

Authorities responsible for the 
aircraft program are not satisfied, 
however, and are shooting for a 
monthly goal of 9000 planes, a 
large percentage of which will be 
of the combat type. These authori- 
ties are well pleased with the re- 
sults obtained from the recom- 
mendations which Bernard M. 
Baruch made to War Mobilization 
Director Byrnes, and put into ef- 
fect by Charles E. Wilson, vice- 
chairman and acting head of the 
War Production Board. 

These recommendations were 
further implemented yesterday by 


a memorandum Byrnes sent to 
West Coast aviation workers, stat- 
ing that the Selective Service Sys- 
tem was arranging to defer all 
necessary workers in airplane 
plants, including production sub- 
contractors. 

The man power situation in the 
Pacific Northwest last summer 
was responsible for the Baruch re- 
port to Byrnes. After a survey of 
the facts, the elder statesman 
worked out a comprehensive pro- 
gram for efficient .:e of the man 
power available in that region, and 
applicable to other areas and other 
war industries. 

Another result of the Baruch re- 
port was the recommendation yes- 
terday by Wilson that a cut of 10,- 
000 workers be made in the man 
power requirements of two air- 
plane plants at Dallas, Tex., which 
had previously been declared a No. 
1 critical area by the War Man- 
power Commission.

store. She had been in reforma- 
tories three times previously for 
incorrigible behavior.

With a Twist of the Wrist 


In other words, Astaire playing opposite Leslie is mostly 
waste motion and a major mistake in casting. Joan is a swell 
actress, but not ready for the division of the big league in 
which Astaire does his daily dozen. It is a little painful to see 
Fred give off with a look which condenses 57 meanings with 

_ the ease that Reader's Digest condenses into 15 paragraphs fat 
books full of the biggest thoughts, and to see Joan come back 
in return with a grin which may be sweet and fragrant as 
though it had been picked out of a bakery window, but which 

- has nothing to do with the subject. 

The story of a Flying Tiger who’s in this country on a 
furlough, “The Sky’s the Limit” is still one of the most enter- 
taining pictures anybody could possibly expect, and Astaire 
himself is at his incomparable best. 

There are at least two smash song or dance sequences in 
the picture. One has Astaire in a bar showing itchy-and-edu- 
cated-feet anger and disappointment because the path of true 
love doesn't run smoothly. The other sequence stars Astaire 
‘and Miss Leslie in a ballroom sort of dance on a rooftop which 
is as tender a bit of the business of discovering love as the 
screen has seen since the last time Astaire did anything like it. 

But the story itself is originally handled and full of good 
things. Miss Leslie doesn’t know who Astaire is, doesn’t sus- 
pect he’s really a hero and instead regards him as a bit of a 
loafer. ‘It is a rewarding business when Astaire is talked 
into applying for a job with Robert Benchley, Joan’s boss, 
and walks into the boss’s office munching an apple and quite 
determined, in a calmly debonair sort of way, not to take a job. 


The Sardonic Mr. Cagney 


“JOHNNY COME LATELY,” at LOEW'S, is a very pleasant 
bit of nostalgic reconstruction of American ways that are past, 
presented in a smoothly-webbed narrative full of nice homely 
teuches, The story is spun mainly by that master of fisticuffs 
#nd character fugues, James Cagney. Assisting him in the 
honors are Grace George, Marjorie Lord, Marjorie Main, and a 
number of others, ali of whom do right well. 

Laid in a small town in 1906, the story explains what 
happened when Cagney, an itinerant newspaperman, was be- 
friended by Miss George, an impoverished publisher of a news- 
paper who needed help herself. For she was fighting a corrupt 
political machine which would stop at nothing to stop those 
who believed in fighting corrupt political machines. 

The picture introduces Cagney sitting cross-legged on a lawn 
on an island in the street laughing loudly and with considerable 
zest at things in Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers.” Miss George, a 
wonderful old lady whose first screen appearance this is, comes 
by and warns him that there’s a law in the town against va- 
grancy and if he doesn’t watch out he’ll be doing 60 days on 
the road gang- So won’t he please go to her house, the big 
rambling place the next street down and two over, etc. 

“Thank you, ma’m,” says Jimmy. “As soon as I finish this 
chapter.” The next reel shows that he shouldn’t have tried to 
finish that chapter, for he’s in court and the only way Miss 
George can get him out is to give him a job as a reporter on 
her paper. Next, when he enlists in her fight against the cor- 
rupt interests, he becomes managing editor. 

A very pretty girl named Marjorie Lord plays the love in- 
terest. Marjorie Main really surpasses herself as a keeper of a 
place that's “straight, and no funny stuff.” Hattie McDaniel 
plays “Aida.” There’s a man in the picture who puts ketchup 
on everything he eats, including strawberry ice cream. And the 
fight scene is up to the Cagney standards. 


Song of the Bull Fighters 


“SILK, BLOOD AND SAND,” the week’s offering beginning 
tomorrow at the ART THEATER, 3143 Olive street, is quite 
worth while if only for the romantic ballads and the sweet- 
wild flamenco-style song with which the picture’s musically 
endowed. One such ballad, about “The bull, the pretty bull” 
later to become the glory of the bull fighter who kills 
it, is not only interesting for its music, but in its content 
and presentation is highly revealing of Mexican ritual and point 
of view.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


WAS discussing Federal aid the 
| other day and I began to won- 
der whether we citizens of this 
country really know that we have 
had Federal aid for education for 


a long time. It began first under 
the Morrill Act of 1862, which gave 
grants of larid to the states and 
started our first land grant col- 
leges. 

The*second act was also a Mor- 
rill Act in 1890. This granted 
funds to the colleges and was sup- 
plemented by additional funds au- 
thorized by the Nelson amendment 
of 1907 and the Bankhead-Jones 
Act of 1935. Under these acts, the 
Office of Education gives $5,030,- 
000 annually to the land grant 
colleges of the nation. 


x * 

Vocational education was first 
aided by the Smith-Hughes Act of 
1917, which gives seven million 
dollars annually for this purpose, 
This act was later supplemented 
on a permanent basis by the 
Gtorge-Reed Act of 1936, which 
gave an additional $14,200,000, mak- 
ing a total of $21,200,000 annually. 

Of course, these are not very 
large sums, but they do affect a 
great many states. Yet I have 
never heard the slightest com- 
plaint that they were used to force 
unwelcome restrictions or changes 
in programs on the various col- 
leges. 

Many states, particularly the 
poorer ones, spend a very much 
greater proportion of their incomes 
on education than do our richer 
states, and yet, per capita, less is 
spent on the education of young 
people. Population trends show 
us that we move about more and 
more in this country, and a child 
educated in one place may spend 


his working life in another part 
of the country. 

Poor education received in one 
place does not, of necessity, affect 
the place where the child is born 
and educated, it affects the well- 
being of the entire nation. Then 
our nation as a whole should be 
interested in equalizing education- 
al opportunity through our whole 
country,

I have already made the worst of 
the furniture in the living-room very pretty by painting it 
pale green. Do you think I would make the floors impossible 
to keep clean if we painted them a light color? I would 
appreciate any helpful suggestions that you could give me.”

To this I am very glad to say that the most durable 
floors are those painted very light in color. It igs the dark 
ones, the night-blue or bottle green or even brown that show 
every dusty footprint. Light sand, about the color of an aver- 
age manila envelope, is one of the most unmarkable of 
colors; or, it might be better to choose a light green, (mix 
very very little brown or black with the light green you 
have used for the furniture.) After painting the floor, you 
must wait until it is thoroughly dried. Then wax and polish. 
A black, or night-blue floor must be very highly polished, but 
very light floors look best when waxed no more than enough 
to make them easy to keep clean.

Clinics Aid 
Problems 


Of Speech 


Me 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


IFFERENT forms of speech 
D)aitticutties in childrep have be- 
come so frequent that in many 
large cities the Board of Education 
has instituted a Language Clinic 
where they can be studied and 
where the exact nature of their 
difficulties can be assessed. It.is 
from the report of one of these 
clinics that I abstract the follow- 
ing high points in their experience. 
Ben ied is a very complicated 
function. It depends for one thing 
on accurate hearing. It depends, 
of course, upon sound vocal organs. 
The cleft palate speech, to give a 
familiar example, is a speech de- 
fect the cause gf which is obvious, 
but any defect in the nervous con- 
trol or action of the vocal] cords 
may make characteristic differ- 


ences. 

Then it depends on good vision 
in reading, for much more of our 
speech than we are aware is but 
an imitation of our reading. Fi- 
nally it requires relative mental 
maturity—not only the content, but 
the tone and form of the speech 
is a reflection of the mental 
status. 

* * 
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SO WHEN A CHILD is brought 
to the Language Clinic the task of 
diagnosis is usually a long drawn 
out one. Parents who bring a child 
to the clinic about two weeks be- 
fore the opening of school and 
say, “Johnnie doesn’t talk yet, and 
he’ll have to learn before Labor 
Day when he goes to school” do 
not realize how far from simple 
the situation is. 

Parents of the late talkers are 
usually apprehensive about the 
child’s intelligence, but only a very 
small proportion of cases are 
found to have defects of that kind. 
It is much more frequently due to 
a defect of hearing. This goes un- 
suspected because the child does 
not know how much he is ex- 
pected to hear, having no standard 
of comparison. The mother will 
say the child hears all right be- 
cause he responds to commands. 

That may be true and still a 
great deal of hearing is lost in the 
high-frequency range — this ex- 
cludes a number of consonants 
such as s, sh, t, th, f, v, from the 
child’s hearing. They are unable 
to reproduce speech they cannot 
hear, and their speech is quite un- 
intelligible. This group is quite 
hopeful from the standpoint of 
treatment, 


x * * 

THE STUTTERERS ‘and stam- 
merers are a large group, In these 
there is almost without exception 
no defect of the hearing, intelli- 
gence or speech organs and to ex- 
plain them we have to fall back on 
theory. The theor¥ held in most 
clinics is that they are in reality, 
or potentially, left-handed. The 
speech center is on the left side 
of the brain in right-handed peo- 
ple: probably left-handed people 
are right-brained. But why that 
makes them stutter is something 
that involves a great deal of 
shaky theorizing. 

Organic difficulties which are 
seldom thought of by the parents 
include faulty alignment of teeth. 
A tonsillectomy or throat opera- 
tion may during the period of sore- 
ness make the child hold its palate 
in a rigid manner with a conse- 
quent speech defect that becomes 
habitual. 

The Language Clinic approach 
to this old problem holds out great 
hopefulness. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

D. M. B.: — Why are contact 
glasses not used more generally? 
Ig there some disadvantage? 

Answer: Contact glasses have 
frequently been discussed in this 
column. I-think they are not used 
more frequently simply because 
the technique of fitting them is 
complicated to learn. They are 
better adapted to some eye defects 
than regular glasses. 

A. P. R.:—What time of the year 
is it best to remove the tonsils of 
a two-year-old child? Does tak- 
ing them out in the spring or sum- 
mer cause the child to be more eas- 
ily susceptible to hay fever? 

Answer: There is no time of 
year best to remove tonsils. Their 
removal has no effect on hay fever 
whatever. 

A. B. C.: Does severe pain in the 
shoulder lead to cancer or a stroke 
when oil is lacking in the socket? 
The person concerned thinks it is 
only rheumatism and does not 
worry, but it is my duty to take 
notice if above complaint is seri- 
ous, 

Answer: Pain in the shoulder 
is almost always due to local dis- 
order of bone, joint, or tendons. 
Cancer or a stroke are most re- 
mote possibilities. In this case the 

patient seems to be a more logical 
worrier than you are.

STEEROPS 
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A Mayor Who

WEST FRANKFORT, Ill., Oct. 28. 


E used to bé a coal miner and 
H tx men down in the pit called 

him Jimmy. He is still Jimmy 
to them, but now he is written 
down in the record books as 
James Calvin Randolph, Mayor of 
the city of West Frankfort, popu- 
lation 14,000, and a lot of the citi- 
zens say he is the best Mayor 
they ever had. On the esthetic side 
he has cleaned up the city hall, 
which certainly needed it. On the 
financial side he is paying as he 
goes, something that hasn’t been 
done before, and cutting down the 
deficit that faced him when he 
came into office, 

More money is coming into the 
city treasury because the people 
are being encouraged to pay their 
taxes. The encouragement takes 
the form of a placard tacked on 
houses all over town— 

1943 TAXES 
ON THIS PROPERTY 
HAVE BEEN PAID. 

The plain inference to be drawn 
is that the 1943 taxes haven’t been 
paid on property that is not 
placarded, It puts the owners of 
such property on the spot and 
they are paying up so that they 
can have placards on their houses 
too. That is one way in which 
Mayor Randolph expects to keep 
his campaign promise that at the 


end of his first year in office there 


won’t be any deficit. And that 
goes for his fourth year too. 

Another way that economies are 
being effected is by putting fire- 
men and policemen to work, in 
their idle time, at tasks outside 
the fighting of fires and the mak- 
ing of arrests. The firemen have 
plenty of idle time because there 
are not usually more than two or 
three fires in a month, and the 
policemen are not kept very busy 
making 30 arrests a month. And 
the firemen and policemen are the 
more willing to do clean-up work 
because now they get paid, 
whereas formerly they got city 
orders which could not be cashed 
because there was no money in 
the city treasury. 

, James Calvin Randolph, 57 years 
old now, was born on a farm, His 
father died when he was 12 years 
old, He had only a common school 
education when he went to work in 
the mines. He was digging coal in 
Old Ben mine in 1917 when he suf- 
fered an ankle injury in a pit car 
crash. He continued to work for 
more than a year, then an ampu- 
tation was found to be necessary. 
That put. an end to his usefulness 
in the mine. 

Faced with the necessity of 
making a living in some other 
way Randolph took a correspon- 
dence course in law and in 1922 
was elected police magistrate, For 
12 years he was Judge Randolph 
and most of the townsmen still call 
him Judge. After leaving the 
bench he went to an Indianapolis 
law school for a term, but found 
that his general education was too 
limited for him. to become a lawyer. 
Four years ago he ran for Mayor, 
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but was defeated. Last May he 
ran again. In his campaign he 
told the voters that if they elected 
him there would be no deficit at 
the end of his first year or his 
fourth. They could have as good 
a city government as they were 
willing to pay for and no better. 
He was elected, with 447 votes 
to spare. 

When he took office he called 
the city employes together. He 
told the firemen the only way he 
could pay them was for them to do 
other work while waiting for the 
fires that seldom happened, and 
the policemen were told that they 
could help by doing clean-up 
chores around town that other- 
wise would take money needed for 
their pay checks, ‘The city hall 
was something of a disgrace, The 
common saying was that it hadn’t 
been cleaned up in 10 years, It 
was crying out loud for paint. 

The firemen could work on the 
city hall job because their head- 
quarters were at one end of the 
building and if there was an alarm 
they could drop their mops or 
paint brushes and answer the 
call, They entered into the spirit 
of the clean-up and made some- 
thing of a lark of it. Captain 
Hodman of the Salvation Army 
came from his hall across the 
street and helped and there were 
other volunteers, After the clean- 
ing the walls and floors were 
painted and the building made 
spick and span from top to bot- 
tom. To help keep it that way a 
“No Loafing” placard was posted 
opposite the main entrance where

everybody would see it. Mayor 
Randolph has only one chair in 
his office. That is for him. The 
hint to visitors is to make it 
brief. 

When the city hall was clean, 
Mayor Randolph invited the people 
to come and see it. He called it 
an open house, The people came 
and saw and said that it was good. 
Leaflets were handed them, ad- 
monishing them to “Know Your 
City.” 

The leaflet, the new mayor’s 
valedictory, told the good points 
about West Frankfort, and called 
upon tho citizens to join with the 
administration in making the town 
“a bigger, cleaner and better place 
in which to live and rear our fami- 
lies,” 

The audit made after Randolph 
took over was enough to give any 
new mayor a headache. It showed 
a deficit for the previous fiscal 
year of $9459.39, an outstanding in- 
debtedness on current accounts of 
$26,668.44, obligations to the Cen- 
tral Illinois Public Service Co. 
which in 15-years had grown to 
$52,000, and a bonded indebtedness 
of $300,000 which had not been re- 
duced since 1925. That was when 
the tax placards went up. 

The city park had been neg- 
lected. It was turned over to the 
West Frankfort Garden Club, City 
employes were put to work push- 
ing lawn mowers. They also built 
four ovens for the use of picnick- 
ers and 1300 feet of tile was laid. 

A swimming pool was needed. A 
fire engine was sent to pump the 
stagnant water out of a depres-

sion. Volunteers helped city em- 
ployes excavate. Fourteen persons 
contributed $100 apiece and others 
gave smaller amounts, The pool is 
two-thirds finished, 

The city’s water supply was in- 
adequate. The lake from which it 
was drawn went dry in 4941 and 
$40,000 had to be spent to make 
connection with a larger lake seven 
miles away. Mayor Randolph dis- 
missed the water commissioner 
and took over the department him- 
self and is working on plans for a 
600-acre lake 22 feet deep. A sew- 
age disposal plant is planned to 
replace the present creek drainage 
system. 

Randolph ig a Republican and a 
precinct committeeman, but he 
says there isn’t going to be any 
politics in his administration. “You 
can’t,” he says, “build a political 
organization and administer a city 
efficiently at the same time.”

sion. The bonded indebtedness is 
to be gradually reduced. 

Mayor James Calvin Randolph 
looks forward to the time when 
the city will not owe anything that 
it cannot pay.
